At the same .time there 
were symptoms of sympathy on the 
part of Sweden towards the entente 
allies, symptoms which

shadowing an affiance. 
The continuance of friendly

depends on the latter* government's 
answer to Berlin’s note demanding r*e 
cessions from the stand taken regard 
ing the treatm ent of German
